Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed claim 1 in relation to the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection in the 
Final Rejection mailed July 13, 2006. Attorney indicated that Peterson Jr. does not have an inlet having a diameter 
that is greater than the diameter of the flat bottom surface of the valve body. Attorney indicated that claim 1 recites 
structural elements of the fuel injection valve including an inlet, an injection port, a fuel passage and nozzle holes, of 
which Peterson, Jr. only shows the injection port, fuel passage and nozzle holes, not the inlet. Attorney further 
discussed the combination with Ono and Willke et al does meet the claim limitations and does not provide motivation 
for including an inlet in the apparatus of Peterson, Jr. Attorney indicated that a response will be filed for 
reconsideration of the Final Rejection. Will review the amendment when filed and consider the attorney's arguments in 
the reconsideration.
